II Dead Reported 

A casualty toU ot 12 dead and 
100 wounded was reporltd from Na- 
ples. Carablnlerl relnlorcemcnU ar^ 
rived from Rome lo augment the 
troope. tanks and armored cars »ur- 
joundlng aU public buildings, news- 
paper offices and political hend- 
quarters. 

On orders from Rome, the Naples 
authorities cancelled a scheduled 
republican demonstration this aft- 
ernoon, t^lltlcal leaders and editors 
were meeting to survey tlic iltua- 
tlon. 

Denianilntlotu Banned 
Naples officials promised the com- 
munlats when the cane ell atl an ot 
the republican demonstration wa: 
ordered (hit any further monarch- 
lal action would be stopped at all 
costs. Tanks and police can pa- 
troled the street4 ot Naples, and 
KorcB ol youths were arrested for 
posting proclamations calling for 
the lecBsilon of aouth Italy imder 
the royalist banner.

Bread Prices 
Raised Penny 
On Each Loaf 

WASHINGTON. June 13 (;P) 
Tlie price ot that elu.ilve loaf o[ 
bread advanced a penny today with 
OPA approval. 

The Increase l.i effective Immedi- 
ately, along ntth a price Iraost ot 
one cent a donen for bread rolls. 

The higher prices apply to 
kinds ot b;ead except rye. which 
went up two cents a loaf April 30. 
Costs Mount 

Price* arc being rnl.sed, OPA said, 
becsuse bakers' production costs 
have climbed an a result of a 3S 
per cent cut In the amount of flour 
they may use. The reduction was 
ordered to help meet famine relief 
requirements. 

OPA said that before the Hour 
cut, tiakers made n "smalt profit" 
by spreading Ihelr costs over a 
large output of hrcad loaves. It 
added that the effect ot trimming 
production has liecn a substantial 
Increase In the cost per loaf. 

For this reason. OPA said, bakers 
"no longer are In a position to con- 
tinue selling at prices 'frozen' at 
March 1S43 levels." 

To Assure Sap ply 

The price Increase, the agency 
continued, "is designed to assure 
consumers of as adequate a supply 
of bread and bread-t>Te rolls as la 
consistent with the President's 
famine emergency program." 

An OPA oltlclal esUmaUd that 
BclusUy the cost ot bread now Is 
about two cents more a loaf than 
It was prior to June 1. when the 
agriculture department ordered the 
weight of loaves cut by 10 per cent 
without a corresponding price re- 

dUCtlOD. 

The official said that action, tn 
affect, had raised the price of most 
bttad a cent a loaf.

SociaL Security 
Tax Boost Voted 

WASHINOTON, June 13 WV-The 
house ways and means committee 
voted today to Incrcaie the social 
security lax aitnlnst employes' pay 
and employers' payrolLi from one 
per cent to 1:5 per cent, eltcctlvo 
January 1. 

If the house and senate follow the 
committee's recommendation the 
annual colleclion for social sccurlly 
Insurance will be Increased from 
tlie present 11,300,000,000 to 13,000,- 
000,000. 

Under the original social security 
act. the tax wUl advance to 3J per 
cent against employe pay and em- 
ployer payrolLi next Jantinry, unless 
congress takes some action before 
that time. 

Heretofore, congress annually has 
voted to ffecie the security tax at 
one per cent each aealn.'it employe 
and employer, pre v en ling the auto- 
matic Increases provided In the orig- 
inal act.

Still Lacking, 
Doctors Told 



N. Y„ aatlslant medical director 
of the National Foundation for In- 
fanUle Paralysla, at a biutnea* -clin- 
ical meeting ot the South Side Med- 
ical society here Tuejiday night. 

Dr. Van Riper, who waa sradu- 
aUd from Twin F^lls high school, 
ipoks at the dinner In the Rogeraon 
hotel.

Tho polio authority pointed out 
that, although wo do not know how 
to control inlahtllo poralysls today, 
we do know that early diagnosis and 
active treatment are the most that 
can b« oftersd the patient, 

"Ttila treatment require* hoa- 
pltallMtlon lor a long period," the 
specialist continued. "We also know 
thol the disease la much more com- 
mon In time* of apldemlc than wa* 
tormerly aupposed. There are many 
people who hav* the Infection but 
never develop the malady and there- 
fore have an Immunity without a 
diagnosis. We have no medicine or 
serum today to use In the actual 
treatment," 

Dr, Van Riper added that th« only 
hope of preventing epl'l^l':* de- 
velopment of some vaccine that can 
he used to immunlM children. If 
we can eventually find such a vac- 
cine, there would be hope o( nearly 
ellmlnetlng the disease, as we have 
smallpox, diphtheria and other com- 
municable diseases.

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OUR SILLY SPEED LIMIT 

The Times-News carried a story Sunday, 
using Information provided by State Police 
OITlcer John E. Lelser. The purpa';e ot this 
fltory. as the reporter put It, was to "counter- 
act the vague understanding many motorists 
have aa to speed limits." 

This Is no attempt to take Issue with Of- 
ficer Lelser, because he Is not responsible for 
our state highway regulations. But we can- 
not refrain from pointing out that neither 
he nor anyone else can make any sense out 
of Idaho's traffic laws, particularly the max- 
imum speed limit. 

That motorists should drive "at a careful 
and prudent speed not greater than is rea- 
sonable and proper, having duo regard for 
traffic, surface, width of highway, and any 
other conditions then existing" Ls a portion 
of the law that may mean something, or 
nothing, depending on how you look at it. 
One driver's Judgment might be all right, but 
another's could be all haywire. Even the state 
police officers might disagree as to what con- 
stituted good Judgment In all cases. 

Officer Lelser then went on to point out 
that under ordinary conditions, motorists 
ahould be guided by these speeds; 15 miles 
an hour when approaching within 50 feet of 
a grade crossing, passing a school during 
opening or closing hours, when approaching 
within 50 of and traversing an intersection 
when the view Is obstructed, and when 
traversing curves on which the view Is ob- 
etructed. In the business and residential dis- 
tricts the speed limit Is 20 miles an hour. 

And then we come to that most asinine of 
all regulations, for which, we again point out. 
Officer Lelser Is not to blame: "Under all 
other conditions (which obviously means 
driving on the open highways when the coast 
in clear) the maximum speed Is 35 MILES 
AN HOURI 

How many people, we ask, are holding their 
driving to this 35-mlIe-an-hour limit In Ida- 
ho? It's so ridiculous that should the state 
police start making arrests they would have 
two thirds of the population of Idaho In Jail. 

No, there's no point In trying to make any 
sense out of a traffic law we don't want to 
enforce, can't enforce, and SHOULDNT eh- 
lorce. 

' Now let some wisecracker come back at us 
irith the statement that considering the 
' Jlresent condition of our roads, the maximum 
apeed limit should be reduced to 25 miles an 
hour. And we'd have to admit that his pun 
had merit.
